Police Beat Up Gays 

Protest Meeting Set For Sept. 11

Police brutality broke out on 
Castro Street at closing time on 
Sunday, September 1. Fourteen gays 
were arrested for blocking sidewalks 
and other violent crimes. 

One of the arresting officers got 
his thrills by beating and kicking the 
gays...of course he wasn’t man enough 
to wear his police badge while he tried 
to prove his manliness...since he 
would not wear his badge number, we 
will have to refer to him as Police 
Officer Chickenshit. A demand has 
been made for the immediate removal 
of this person and his partner from the 
Castro area and for his transferral to 
Hunters Point so that that can get off 
by also beating blacks. 

At the court arraignment on 
Tuesday (September 3), all 14 joined 
together in a moment of solidarity by 
pleading innocent of all charges and 
demanding a trial by jury. Their 
decision was greeted by applause from 
those who grace their moral support 
by attending the arraignment. 

The pre-trial hearing will take 
place on the 13th and a legal defense 
fund is being set-up at this time. 
Contributions towards their defense 
are already coming into Castro 
Camera and once the fund is estab¬ 
lished, S.I.R. may take over the 
handling of all funds. 

The incident stemmed from the 
arrest of one individual in front of 
Cliff’s Variety Store. Gays across the 
street who were going into the coffee 
shops made some comments. Then 
Police Officer Chickenshit told them if 
they did not move they would be 
hauled off. They remained firm. A 
paddywagon arrived. Indiscriminate 
arrests were made. One person, going 
down to the Mission Station to 
complain, was arrested for resisting 
arrest. Police sickness goes on. 


Anyone who was a witness to the 
events is asked to contact Castro 
Camera or S.I.R. and give their names 
and phone numbers. For, if the cases 
are brought to trial and won, then suit 
can be brought against the city and 
police for violation of our civil rights. 
It is a step that must be taken. 

CALL TO ATTEND MEETING 

A very important meeting is 
scheduled for Wednesday, Sept. 11 at 
8 pm in the Recreation Center at 18th 
and Collingwood Streets. It is urged 
that all who were at Sunday’s police 
sweep...all those who live in the 
Castro Area and all gays who are 
concerned, attend this meeting. It will 
present a forum to confront the 
police. If Officer Chickenshit is not 
removed by that time, it will be a 
chance to ask the police department 
why they allow police officers to 
“carry out their duty” without wearing 
any badge identification? It will be a 
chance to ask why these police officers 
are allowed to make wanton assaults 
against citizens. It will be a chance to 
ask what action the police department 
has taken against these two officers. 
Sooner or later the police department 
will realize that officers of this ilk can 
undo the good that others in" the force 
do. 

What You Can Do 

What can you do? You can write 
letters to all the supervisors. That 
takes time. 14 of our gay brothers did 
time. You can attend the meeting on 
the 11th. That takes time. Our 14 gay 
brothers did time and stuck together. 
You can register to vote. By doing so, 
you can vote for a mayor who is 
against crimes committed by our 
police. Last year I raised the cry: Ipay 
my taxes for the police to protect me, 
not persecute me. The police who 
were on Castro Street last Sunday 
night do not believe in that. They must 
go. If Supervisor Tamaras wants to 
increase the police commission, let 


him appoint one of those who were 
arrested and not another ex-police¬ 
man. 

The Park Scene 

Over the same weekend, 15 
people were arrested in the park at 
18th and Collingwood. They too 
showed solidarity. They too pleaded 
innocent and demanded a jury trial. 
Their cases were dismissed. Gay unity 
won. We now have to make sure that 
the Castro 14 not only win their cases 
but that suits against the city are 
started. We need all witnesses to the 
events. We need legal funds. We need 
hundreds of gays at the Sept. 11th 
meeting. We need every gay in the city 
to register to vote. You can do that at 
City Hall or at Castro Camera. The 
only way we can stop the Officer 
Chickenshits is to no longer hide, but 
join together and use Gay Power.

On August 4, 1973, at approx¬ 
imately 6:30 P.M., Daniel Manuel 
Bojorquez, 27 years of age, was 
stabbed to death in his San Jose

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appartment. Danny was gay and 
frequented local and Peninsula gay 
spots. The photo above is a composite 
of the suspect involved. Suspect is 
described as a white male adult, dark 
complected, 24-25 years of age, 5’10” 
in height, 160 pounds, husky build, 
black hair combed straight back, 
kinky in texture. Have you seen this 
man? 

On May 3, 1972, the body of Paul 
Tilt, a white male adult 47 years of 
age, was found locked in the trunk of 
his vehicle. The vehicle had been 
abandoned at an East Side San Jose 
service station and towed to a local 
impound yard. The victim had been 
hog tied with rope and death was 
attributed to a fractured skull and 
strangulation. Tilt worked as a night 
clerk at a downtown San Jose hotel 
and was reported missing 4/13/72. Tilt 
had prior residency and employment 
here in San Francisco as he was known 
to be gay, with an attraction to strong, 
young blacks.

San Jose police are soliciting 
information concerning both murders, 
and will treat any information received 
with the strictest confidence. Since 
both murder victims were members of 
the gay community in San Jose, the 
police department has appealed to 
B.A.R. in the hope that anyone with 
any information will come forward to 
help solve these brutal slayings. If you 
have any information or recognize the 
composite drawing of the suspect 
above, please call Lt. Ron Uta or Sgts.

The Golden Age of 
Queens

Many gay writers today make 
slightening mention of ‘those old tired 
queens’, when referring to anyone, of 
the genre, who is past fifty. Well, my 
dears, Mother has, at least, a score of 
years more than that; she IS a tired old 
queen. And pretty much bent out of 
shape, too. But, she wouldn’t ex¬ 
change any modern-day activities for 
any of those wonderful years from the 
mid-twenties to the mid-fifties; that 
was truly the Golden Age — of 
Queens! 

Yes, thinking back, it was glori¬ 
ous. To hell with your modern ‘gay’ 
bars (which aren’t..); the mad, modern 
cruising (but where. .); the ‘anything 
goes’ Baths (where there are no REAL 
men, and who wants cat meat. .?). 
And, as for the Beaches and Parks, 
who really wants sand, or fox-tails, in 
her snatch. .? Yes, ‘twas better back 
then, when there were MEN! Men 
who treated a ‘girl’ like a lady. And 
paid for it. Brought their own booze, 
and appreciated the service. A ‘trick’ 


was for a whole weekend, or 48 hours, 
or longer. Many even lasted out the 
year, possibly the next, too. And, you 
stayed at home, and cooked and drank 
a little, and loved, and lived! Nowa¬ 
days, it’s to the Baths for 6 quick ‘ki-ki’ 
numbers with other fags; or under the 
Pier for a couple, and then a third who 
turns out to be the Law. And so on. . . 

Oh, hell, Mother could go on like 
this for hours; let’s take a look 
backwards to that GOLDEN AGE. 
Actually, this really didn’t all suddenly 
start in the mid-20’s; but a great many 
started coming out of their closets 
about then. There were more and 
more ‘impersonators’ in vaudeville 
(and out. . ), all trying to take over 
JulianEltinge’s throne. And, in 1921, a 
book was published; the first truly gay 
book done in English and printed in 
America. It was by Robert Scully, and 
was subtly titled “The Scarlet Pansy”. 
It is a hilarious story, even now. It had 
a good sale, though most often ‘under 
the counter’. Try to buy one now! It 
cleverly and humorously depicts the 
life and loves of a pre-war (to 1918) 
queen. It’s wildly amusing, very camp, 
very gay. Peculiarly, much of the 
dialogue served as a model for the ‘gay 
talk’ of the next fifty years. Some of us 


old bags still carry on like that. Every 
young queen should read The Scarlet 
Pansy. 

Because of the necessity to hide 
one’s ‘other self’, the vogue for ‘stage 
names’ came into being. In the Golden 
Age, every real queen had a ‘nom 
d’plume’. In San Francisco, of the late 
20’s, one recall’s Tzar Kerah, ‘Miss’ 
Applegate, the Countess Leamington, 
Bubbles (several of these, Poppy, the 
Little Flower, Ann Pennington, Rosie 
O’Grady, Appassionatta, a Pola Negri, 
the Mystery Woman, the Snake! (and 
she was, . .Hi, Gene. . ), and many 
many others. There were at least three 
‘girls’ known as THE ‘Miss’ Cabral; all 
were at least partly Portuguese; there 
were dozens of routine Sally’s, May’s 
(a lot of May Allison’s) and for want of 
any other name, almost any of us 
answered to ‘Mary’. All these names 
were bandied about in gay circles; in 
the Park (THE park was Union 
Square), on Market Street (Powell-5th 
to Golden Gate-6th), even down on 
the Embarcadero, where only the 
boldest ever went. This ‘name’ thing 
was only a harmless bit, but it added 
some glamor to some often unglamor- 
ous people, and it did protect the 
name of the ‘girl’ involved. 

Mother (the writer, if you are 
confused. . ) who had come out some 
years earlier, as a pre-teen-ager, (all 
actresses, whether stage, screen, or 
mattress, ‘started at a very early age’, 
they say. . ) with Miss Brown’s 
Pasadena Playhouse, was most often 
known as Bubbles; Mother was slim, 
blonde, and lissom; in time became 
as popular as ‘Sonny’. There was 
also a big musical on at that time, 
named ‘Sonny’. 

Not long after arrival in the City, 
Sonny met a crazy ol’ bat by the name 
St. Ritas Benda, a brother of the 
’mask’ Benda. This very tired old 
queen had a sort of ballet school, in 
very tacky premises in a walk-up on 
Market St., the wrong side of Market 
St. South of Market was ‘nowheres- 
ville’, the ‘in’ crowd stayed on the 
North side of the street, unless, 
possibly, there were a bunch of cute 
sailors massed undecisively over there. 

In that case. . .Big feature of La 
Benda’s studio, was a whole (throne) 
room, done entirely in peacock 
feathers. Entirely!, would you believe. 

. . ? Well, it was!, Mother was there. 

Through the Benda, Sonny soon 
met a few of the local gentry; through 
them some very nice people, and 
eventually got a job. While in 
Pasadena, the lad had done a few

opening, with a sort of musical called 
The Jovial King. Ersatz Romberg! So, 
though very young, our, boy was not 
completely inexperienced. Well, 
Sonny got into the chorus line of a new 
musical called The Desert Song; after 
that it was Good News, another 
musical; remember Varsity Drag. . ? 
So, Mother was an actress, as well as 
an early ‘teen-ager’, and some other 
things. Program-wise, Sonny was 
listed in these shows as ‘Sonia 
Pavlijev’. If a Mexican girl named 
Apolonia Chalupec could become 
glamorous Pola Negri of the films, 
what could be wrong with a polish (?) 
name for a young Irish (!) faggot...? 

At this period, big balls. . .(no, 
Maude, not those!, ‘dances’. . .) were 
the ‘thing’. The Sons of Herman (a 
fraternal group but in NO WAY a gay 
bunch) had an annual Ball at the 
Auditorium, with prizes for the best 
‘This’, the best ‘that’. Mother went as a 
sort of ‘houri’ (love that word! . .) in a 
coat of gold body paint, some lightly 
beaded breast-works, a sash about her 
slim middle, and some ‘see-through’ 
silver gauze Turkish trousers. The 
ensemble was definitely fetching, and 
Mother was being selected for a prize, 
when she overdid the bit by going into

a Low Kootch. Nowadays this sort of 
thing would hardly be noticed; it was 
definitely too far out forty or fity years 
ago. Sonny was arrested and carried 
of, amid some cheers, to the slammer. 

A kindly old man came and bailed 
Mother out, and was reasonably happy 
with the task of scrubbing off the gold 
paint from the lissom young body, in 
his shower. Mother soon had an 
apartment of his own, a couple of 
charge accounts, . . .and the kindly 
old man twice a week. 

Looking back, it must be repeated 
that ‘Market Street’ was the focal point 
of all the action; remember, up until 
1932, there were no bars, open as 
such; you ‘met’ on the street. Every 
foot of it, from the Anchor Bar at the 
Embarcadero corner, to the Crystal 
Palace Market, could tell a story, all 
interesting. Mother recalls the Unique 
Theater. It certainly was! Between 3rd 
and 4th, on the South side of Market, 
was. . . (hey!, maybe it’s still there. . ?) 
this old grind house; old even in the 
late 20’s. It was a 24 hour movie and 
‘flop’ house. Originally opened, and 
elegantly, as San First movie (nickle- 
odeon) by Sid Grauman, who later had 
some big houses in L.A. There was 
nothing left of elegance, even in that 
Golden Age; at times, however, one 
could pick up an occasional ‘middle- 
.of-the-night trick’. In fact, the house 
was kept so dark (to hide it’s grime. .) 
that one could DO the trick right in his 
seat, if one were agile enough. This 
was quite often managed, and — as all 
things go — somebody ‘complained’. . 
(probably some jealous bitch!..). Then 
for several weeks, queens who ‘had 
just done one’, were busted as they left 
the theater. For a time the ‘group’ 
wondered how Lilly (Law) could pick 
out the ‘girls’ who were still happily 
tasting the goodies, as they left the 
Unique. . . ? Then, all became known. 
A beautifully built, well hung number 
would allow a girl a few slides, then 
suggest they ‘meet outside’ to go 
somewhere more comfortable. The 
queens, leaving first, were promptly 
arrested at the door; while the 
beautiful officer (inside) repainted his 
THING with mercurochrome. Yes, 
that tell-tale RED, about the lips, 
indicated to the waiting officers, just 
who had been doing what, in the 
theater. Mother often wondered what 
the valiant ‘inside man’ told his wife or 
sweetheart. . . ? 

Yes, there are thousands of 
stories, about that Golden Age; next 
we’ll talk about some bootlegging in 
San Francisco.

At 
the same time, worked toward 
securing funds to provide a complete 
gay services center.

East Bay Gay is a recognized by 
the State of California as a non-profit 
social services organization. As a 
legally responsible corporation, East 
Bay Gay ia governed by a self-perpet¬ 
uating Board of Directors dedicated to 
the establishment of gay community 
services. We are a social service 
agency, not a membership organza- 
tation or a social club. 

Two weeks ago, East Bay Gay 
was forced to vacate our small office 
in Downtown Oakland. We have now 
found a new location in Berkeley, and 
our new phone number is 524-0323. 

Some people who gathered in our 
office wished to change the direction 
of East Bay Gay — to remain in 
Oakland and become a membership 
organization. As this has always been 
against our by-laws, we could not 
allow this to happen under the name 
“East Bay Gay.” They have expressed 
a desire to form a more social 
membership group. We wish them 
every success in this endeavor. 

East Bay Gay has its areas of 
concern — counseling, speaking, 
crisis intervention, and referrals. We 
intend to continue providing our much 
needed services to the community. 
There is plenty of room in the East Bay 
for another organization, and no 
reason for any group to come in 
conflict with any other group. How¬ 
ever, some people have chosen to 
come into open conflict with East Bay 
Gay. 

A small group of individuals has 
been maliciously trashing East Bay 
Gay. We feel that the Gay Community 
cannot tolerate vicious, anonymous 
backbitting. There is no need, in the 
Bay Area, to have gay organizations 
trashing other gay organizations. We 
hope that it will be stopped and that 
we can all work together with mutural 
respect.

Summer doesn’t need to end 
(Californians know that) but on the 
East Coast people end summer. City 
slaves, the victims of schedules, school 
openings and fall showings.

Long Island’s fabled Hamptons 
revert to quiet, free-lined roads, to 
endless miles of deserted beach and 
the Gay Bars drop their shutters. 

The water grows a bit more 
restless, the nights cool, the sunsets 
richer. Coastal Septembers can be 


exciting months, for it’s hurrican 
season, and yet a mellowing time of 
peace. 

Most people miss these pleasur¬ 
able weeks, tied into the straight 
jacket of their routines. But then 
aren’t we all limited by our stereo¬ 
typing. Some years ago Southampton 
introduced me to my first closeup of 
the kept gay boy. On that initial grim 
picture, I have based many of my 
subsequent views: all rightously 
middle class! Last September I fell in 
with another kept boy, Peter Quinn. 

Southampton’s First Neck Lane is 
a parade of rambling summer estates. 
The road ends at the beach where one 
of the largest (for some unknown 
reason named Old Town Farm) broods 
out over the Atlantic. This summer 
mansion has its own junior summer 
house built against and into the sand 
dunes. The beach house sports a 
French provincial facade; the rear is a 
series of landings and patios. The last 
deck atop the dunes with dunes with 
steps down to a private beach. 

“I rented it for the season.” Peter 
passes along casually, as he showed 
me through the paneled rooms, 
bleached white and grey. The living 
room; with one side all glass sliding

doors, was almost the length of the 
house.

The 
several signed Picasso prints seemed 
alien, surrounded as they were with 
paintings of ducks and hounds and 
florid Italian ceramics. 

Peter collected Chinese scrolls— 
these he discussed with enthusiasm— 
all I learned of the Picassos was that 
they had been brought from 
Manhattan to dress up the place for 
the summer. At 24, Peter was self 
assured, knowledgeable, a gracious 
host, and an ardent and experienced 
lover. He lined up tricks as one makes 
appointments (saying one morning we 
could do it again, but then he’d have to 
cancel out the number dropping by for 
an afternoon swim). 

His candor never to unnerve me. 
As he said when we first met, “I’ve had 
my one drink and my one dance for 
the night...would you like to go to my 
place and ball.” All I could say was, 
“but , but I don’t even know your 
name...” He was too desirable to push 
my luck — or my diffidence, and I 
immediately accepted. 

That night he told me to sit by the 
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lingering fire. He wanted to play for 
me. First it was a harp, then a series of 
exotic Indian instruments. The next 
morning a white enameled piano in his 
bedroom. Another time, a guitar. He 
sang chiefly his own compositions and 
talked freely of his- musical accom¬ 
plishments. His talents were abundant. 

He took me out to dinner (he ate 
only choice filets). I took him for a 
ride in my motorboat around 
Shinnecock Bay. We went clamming 
at low tide; afternoons he brought his 
harp down to the beach where the sun 
picked at the red lights in his hair. His 
and the harp’s voice faint against the 
thudding turns of the surf. We had to 
beach and the water to ourselves, but I 
could have Peter only until Friday 
morning before the unseen presence 
arrived from New York City. 

The last night he spoke of his 
patron, his dear friend. There were no 
apologies. He talked long of his 
interest in the occult and Orientalia. 
Finally, of his hopes and plans as an 
artist. That night I had for him a copy 
of Mary Renault’s The Mask of 
Apollo. He wished me to remember 
him. 

Peter handled everything about 
him as if it was his by natural right; he 
dispensed his goods and goodness 
freely. So too, he freely took...and it 
was easy to give to him. 

Strangely, in earliest September 
America celebrates the virtues of hard 
work, the reward for the working man. 
(As if to say only what you’ve earned 
by your labor are you entitled to be 
proud of) I have a September 
sun-glowing snapshop to Peter 
crouched against the dunes, the ocean 
breeze whipping his hair and the tall 
beach grass...strong arms cradling his 
massive harp. A look on his face as if 
musing a Siren’s song...perhaps to lure 
sturdy mariners like myself into 
perilous shoals. So often, Prufrock- 
like, we have seen the mermaids riding 
seaward but do not think that they will 
sing to us. 

Peter—the captive boy—sunfilled 
and infectiously free, sang me sweetly 
...a September song. A few precious 
Atlantic days, not to be lost.

MORE MILAM THAN KRAFT! 

Currently onstage at The Village 
is the part live/part mime revue that 
ran 17 weeks at Shepard’s in New 
York, French Dressing. Actually, the 
show is two totally separate revues— 
French singer Jocelyn Jocya’s night¬ 
club act and a mime impersonator 
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Claude Sacha as Streisand, David Miller a s Che r & 
Sam De Marco currently on 

revue. And never do the twain meet. 
French Dressing has no director, no 
choreographer, no sets and is in dire 
need of all three, especially a director 
to give this a cohesive revue format. 

Jocelyn Jocya, who originated this 
revue, opens the show packed by 4 
musicians singing a variety of numbers 
both in English and French. A 
protegee of Edith Piaf, Miss Jocya has 
a strong earthy quality and good vocal 
showmanship, but don’t expect a Piaf 
comparison. Miss Joyca is actually too 
good for her own show and should 
immediately hit the nightclub trail as a 
single. She sings nine songs to open 
the show, then the quartette picks up 
its instruments and goes home and the 
records start. Bad planning. It would 
punch up the evening if Miss Joyca 
opened the show for a fast three 
numbers, then returned later midway 
for a second set. Jocelyn Joyca should 
be the main entree in this potporri; she 
is now served up as an overlong hor d’ 
oeuvre. Lead guitarist Austin Wallace 
fights Miss Joyca tooth and nail for 
centerstage, obviously hoping to be 
noticed. He was. 

Of the mime performers, Claude 
Sacha scores best with a hilarious take 
off on Barbra Streisand, providing the 
only comedy in the show, and returns 
as Bette Midler to score again with 
some racy patter done live as La 
Midler. While his mime is overly 
vulgar for Midler, the feeling is right 
on, and Mr. Sacha deserves plaudits 
for the best Nixon line I’ve heard yet 
— “That’s one dick I never wanted”! 

Caleb Stonn, flown in for opening 
night direct form Manhattan Follies 
(which closed at the Plaza in New

York), mimes Liza Minelli and Judy 
Garland. Liza comes first, and while 
it’s not a bad impersonation, it 
reminded me more of a young Judy in 
the Born in a Trunk number than Liza. 
His Liza is plastic, lacking the 
bubbling energy Miss Minelli compells 
an audience with. But his Judy...ahh! 
His Judy is excellent, an uncanny 
recreation of Garland in complete 
command of her audience and done 
without the gross exaggeration so dear 
to most impressionists. 

David Miller performes Cher 
Bono with bored vapidity. The audi¬ 
ence responded with the same. J.C. 
Gaynor gives us Shirley Bassey in the 
acute throes of a spastic attack and 
Diana Ross looking like she’s directing 
traffic. The two male backup dancers 
are Lewis Love and San De Marco; 
with Mr. De Marco’s looks, he doesn’t 
need to have dancing ability, which is 
fortunate because the choreography is 
embarassingly awkward and per 
formed commeasurately. 

Perhaps in New York this sort of 
mime impressionist show is a new fad; 
San Franciscians have been seeing it 
for years and the appeal of going to see 
“boys dressed up as girls” is long gone, 
so it remains for the individual 
performers to survive on merit instead 
of gimmick. Sacha and Stonn are more 
than able to do this, and coupled with 
Miss Joyca’s singing ability, there are 
three acts of varying merit worth 
seeing. Devoid of production values 
(but with an exceptional sound and 
lighting system), French Dressing is 
less a revue than a marathon succes¬ 
sion of soloes. The beginnings of a

Review Board 

Emperor Russ has announced the 
appointment of S.I.R. President 
Hector Navarro as chief commissioner 
of the 1974 Emperor elections com¬ 
mittee. He stated thaf the commi- 
sioner and his committee will have 
complete responsibility for on the spot 
supervision and direction of the 
balloting procedures for Emperor 
candidates which is scheduled to 
occur from 12 Noon until 8 PM on 
Saturday, September 14, 1974, at the 
S.I.R. Center, 83 Sixth Street. The 
Emperor noted that a member of the 
Emperor candidate review board 
and/or a member of the elections 
committee together with an official 
representative of each Emperor candi¬ 
date will be present during the entire 
time the polls are open. At 8:00 PM 
after the polls have been closed, the 
ballot box will be sealed and, 
accompanied by an armed security 
guard, it will be transported to a 
locked room in the Sheraton-Palace 
Hotel along with an official represent¬ 


ative from both the elections commit¬ 
tee and each Emperor candidate. 
Actual counting of the ballots is not 
expected to begin until around 11 PM 
so that the results will remain 
unknown until the official announce¬ 
ment which is scheduled for midnight. 

Emperor Russ, while reviewing 
the election procedures, also stated 
thay any legal resident of the counties 
of Alameda, Contra Costa, Marin, San 
Francisco or San Mateo is eligible to 
vote in the election. Each voter, upon 
arrival at the S.I.R. Center, will be 
requested to fill-out a registration card 
listing his or her name and address and 
must produce indentification which 
agrees with the name and address on 
the registration card. The Emperor 
noted that any identification card 
(driver’s license, credit card, etc.) or 
machine-addressed bill (telephone 
or P.G.&E. bill, etc.) will be 
acceptable as long as it clearly shows 
the voter’s name and address. After 
completing the registration procedure, 
the voter will be given a ballot to mark 
and deposit in the official ballot box.
